Tokyo Plans to fundamentally Change^ Financial Policy

TOKYO — The Ministry of Finance 
announced sweeping changes Thesday in 
the way it mana^ the country’s banks, in 
hopes of ending a series of finandal dis- 
asters that have banned the nation's image 
around the worid. 

lihe measures are designed to thrust 
Japan's banks into the real worid of die 
matiieL foicing diem to ifarive or fail by 
market dlscipUaie, officials said. 

The announcement comes as the stock 
market is rising to new heights for the y^, 
and die measures appear aimed at riding 
^that crest of goodwul. 


It also follows widespread criticism of 
Japanese officials' failure to prooDfitly <hs- 
close late dns summer more than a billion 
dollars in trading losses by Daiwa Bank's 
bond trading unit in New York. Ministiy of 
Finance officials were informed of the 
scandal on Aug. 8, but never told American 
regulators. Dmwa did not tell UjS. au- 
thorities until late Septonber, neariy two 
months after Toshihiu T giiphi the trader 
who allegedly esmsed the losses, confessed 
to his superims. ' 

"It is necessary for J^ian to make a 
drastic shift in its finanrial polu^,*' said 
Finance Mirdster Masayoshi T^renuna. 
"Hie package wilt fundamentally diange 
Japan's financial policy.’*

SEOUL — His motives have been ques- 
tioned and his truthfulness has been 
scoffed at. but President Kim Young Sam 
appears to be emeiging from fee most 
scan^ous days in mod^ South Korean 
ttoory with b^ly a hair out of place.

AUSTIN. Texas — Every night, fee 
residents retire, hundreds of them disap- 
pearing into to alleys and abandon^ 
buildings, into tents tucked deep in fee 
woodlands or small encampments scat- 
tered along the creeks and rivets. 

They are this city's honuless, and their 
numbers alwaysi swell dus time of year, 
when snow begins to fall in the north, and 
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seem particulariy inviting to fee adven- 
turous or fee fer^bare. 

But here and in more than 40 cities 
across fee nation, the homeless are re- 
ceiving a grim message this winter as they 
face a determined pu^ of new proposals 
and laws aimed at banishing feem from fee 
very places they seek out the most Al- 
though proponents describe to measures 
as a for^ response to an increasing and 
ever bolder homeless population, critics 
see the movement as proof of something 
more ominous: fee growing haid-heait- 
edness of America. 

"It is an increasing trend in cities around 
the country to pass laws that essentially 
criminalize homelessness," said Maria 
Foscarinis, executive ditotor of fee Na- 
tional Law Center on Homelessness and 
Poverty in Washington. 

* ' 1 think, at best, it reflects frustration on 
the part of local politicians and, at worst, an 
effort lo blame the urban ills on homeless 
people," .she said. 

Inis is hardly a new problem. On any 
given night, Ms. Foscarinis and other ad- 
vocates for the hometess said, there are 
about 700,000 homeless people in fee Unit- 
ed Sta(e.s. and local officials have long

In the Golan, Israelis Wonder: ‘Why Give It Up 


For New Mir Deal

M ount hermon, Coian 

Heights — There has not been 
much snow so far this year, cer- 
tainly not enough to sId, but the 
slopes and the lif& of Mount Heimon were full 
over die Hanukk;^ break.

American accent, chatting with soldiers on 
• reserve duty at a mountain checkpoint while 
' Jier chUdren pelted each other with snowballs. 
. '“You never know when it might be the last 
time.” 

She had no need to elaborate. Amoi^ the 
'visitors, soldiers and residents of the Heights, 
the sudden and intensive initiative launched 
by Prime Minister S^on Peres to make 
peace with Syria means only one thing: that 
after 28 years, the Golan Heights may no 
longer be theirs. 

“Of course, we all want peace,” the wom- 
an continued, "but it’s hard to imagine not 
having the Golan.” The cluster of solmers and 
visitors nodded sympa^tically. 

Beyond the chMi^int, two peaks bristled 
. -with huge milita^ antennas, dishes and other 
hi^tech listening gear focused on Syria, 
•which stretched out in die haze below. 

On a clear night, a pony-tailed reservist 
said, you can see the lights m Damascus only 
40 i^es (70 kilometeis) away — as well as 
Lebanese smugglers winding their way down 
below the mountain. 

Those antennas and the strategic view are 
the main reason Israel has been sitting firm 
atop ^ Golan Heights since it seized the 
re^on in the 1967 Arab-Israeli war. It is an 
article of faith amoi^ Israelis that the Heights 
are fundamental to Srael’s security. 

As long as the Svrians held the Heights, 
tb^ constandy shells the Israeli setdements 
•below, and their tanks stood poised to slice 
i into northern Israel. 

But from security, to the families 
frolicking in the snow and to the million or so 
other Israelis who come to the Golan every 
year to hike or ski tx* just relax, it si^ly seems 
• sad to contemplate giving up so nice a chunk 
' of real estate. 

V^tfa an area about die size of Rhode Island, 
diis is Israel's little piece of Europe, with 
waterfalls, alpine gc^es, apple ordiaids, 
placid dairy farms of course, the only ski 
slopes in the region. It is also the source of 
almost a third of Israel’s water and. not unim- 
ponandy, some very pleasant wines. 

It is also arguably one of the safest comers 
of the country, withoct a siitgle rocket arrack 
or terrorist bomb on record since 1974 and 
widi virtually no crime. 

Unlike the Jewish settlers in the West Bank, 
who rarely venture out of dieir fortified set- 
tlements widiout a pistol or an assault rifle, the 
14,000 people who Uve here do not even 
lock their doors at mghL 

“So why give it up?’ ’ asked a soldier. It was 
a rhetorical question, and nobody ventured an 
answer. 


his very first speech to parliameiK after the 
assassination of his predwessor, Yitzhak Ra- 
bin, be challenged President Hafez Assad of 
Syria to seize “the historic opportunity to 
bring a comprehensive peace to the whole 
region.” 

The week before last, Nb. Assad agreed 
through U.S. mediaiors to open exploratory 
talks Wednesday outside Wawingum. 

“When we heard the speech, all the alarms

Mr. Malka 
said, the Golan residents were content that 
talks with Syria were stalled for a long time. 

Now, he said, the residents are gearing iq> 
for a duee-front struggle. 

The first is in Parliament, where they are 
trying to find the sing le vote dial would over- 
turn Labor's slim majori^. 

The second is public relations, which will 
start soon with an oiislaught of movies, ad- 
vertiseoKots and public debates. Mr. Malka's 
o^e already displays an impressive anay of 
posters and paixq^ets, including one in var- 
ious languages aM colors showing 
big red arrows from a Syrian-con- 
trolled Golan pointing to the Israeli 
port of Haifa, only 36 miles away. 

“Tbe third track is widiin die 
Golan, to keep people bom tumiiig 
desperate,” Mr. Malka said. ’The 
popu^on has going through 
a crisis for the past duee years, and 
we have to ke^ up tbe morale, to 
continue building and working.” 

“Most people in the Golan voted 
for Labor, winch is now proposing 
to destroy what they worked for 
their whole life," Mr. Malkaadded. 

“Some people have been here 25, 

30 years. They built a life here with 
the consensus of all governments. 

Now it’s up and down; it’s a very 
tense situation. We feel we’re 
reftigees in our own country. How 
can we explain to our child^ that 
this is peace if so much has to be 
destroyed?”

WASHINGTON — Authorities in Latin 
America, acting on informarim jffovided 
the United States, have bro&n up a 
m^or smuggling (^>eratioo Aat used a so- 
phisticated network and extensive Ixibe^ 
to funnel Aousands of Asians and Latin 
Americans to the United States through 
Central America, U.S. officials said. 

The arrest this month of Gloria CanalK, 
a 40-year-old Costa Rican woman orig- 
inally from Peru, is regarded by admin- 
istration officials as a victory in the fi^t 
against international crime and a sign that 
trafficking in illegal inunioants is causing 
increased concera among Latin American 
govemments. 

The case also illustrates how the smug- 
gling of people into the United States has 


grown from relatively small-scale forays 
across the U.S.-Mexicaa bender guides 
known as **coyotes*' nim nialtuxwiaD- 
doUaf bnsines^ spanning numerous 
cotmtries. 

Amo^ those smoked by 
Canales's oiganizatiwi rave been thou- 
sands of Ounese and tniiians who first 
made their way to Latin America, Amer- 
ican officials said. 

They ssad Ms. Canales was believed to 
have smuggled at least 10,000 people a 
year, charging ^ to $6,000 a heu for the 
Indians and Qiinese. Most of tiiose smug- 
gled came from Latin American countries, 
the officials said. 

The ring headed by Ms. Canales was part 
of a global maze of alien-traffiddng net- 
wo^ that have sought to peoetr^ the 
United States by land, sea and air. Ac-

For Peruvians, 
Fizzy Yellow 
Drink Is the 
Real Thin^

LIMA — On a recent AeroPeru 
fli^t from Buenos Aires to Lhna, a 
Peruvian passenger became snippy 
when a fli ght attendant told him that die 

airline had run out of Inca Kola but dial 
there was plenty of Coca-Cola and 
Sprite. 

"Drink somedung odier than Inca 
Kola — that’s sacrilege yra are sug- 
gesting." Jaime Ramirez said jokirigly. 
"That’s like an Argentine eating b^f 
from Bolivia, or a Brazilian wearing 
Bermuda shorts to the beach." 

But with his diirst getting the best of 
him, Mr. Ramirez setded for "the next 
best tiling" — a Sprite. "You got any 
yellow coloring to go widi that?' '

Russia has its vodka, Germany has 
its beer, France has its wine, but Peru, 
well, it has Inca Kola — a fruity, green- 
ish-yellow carbonated drink many 
Peruvians savor almost as much as thie 
British enjoy their afternoon tea. 

Across Andean country of 22 
million pe<^le, from wealthy suburbs 
to shantytowns, fine French bistros to 
chem Chinese restaurants, Peruvians 
of afl backgrounds imbibe this sweet 
yellow soda almost as if it were their 
national duty.

Uon liters of Inca Kola, and they are 
eimected to consume 125 million liters

Kola is his favorite drink because its 
light carbonation and si^e fruity fla- 
vor enhance the taste of suiy cuisine. 
"It's also very refreshing to drink 
when you are p^hed because it leaves 
no aftertaste,'' Mr. Tocto said. 

Other Peruvians say they drink Inca 
Kola, which is product by J. R. Lind- 
ley e Hijos. S.A., a local bottling com- 
pany, because of what it signifies.

Witii the current revival of Peru's 
economy, Inca Kola’s sales and profits 
are rebounding after a downturn in the 
early 1990s when the country was 
mir^ in hyperinflation and bermism.

1994 the company lost S7 million, but 
it posted a smal I (mfit last year on sales 
of $82 tnniioa. Mr. Lindley predicts 
that the company will earn $1 1 million 
this year, fueled by Inca Kola. 

Ms. Lind)^ added that although In- 
ca Kola and Coca-Cola had long been 
neck and tteckin the fierce competition 
for carbooaied-beverage drinkers m 
Peru, Inca Kola has now surpassed 
Coca-Cola, aciaim that Coca-Cola dis- 
putes.

One crewman was shot and 
tritied and another died when 
flames eqgulfed die fishing sh^ 
after a North Korean gimship 
fired on it for srtying into 
Nordi Korean territory, <me of 
the fieed men said.

The former captive said the 
crew members were forced to 
denounce South Korea on the 
radio, bu added: “ft's true diat

South Korea welcomed the 
release, although a Unificadoo 
MinisDy spokesman said it was 
unrelated fo icsuming rice ship- 
ments.

Hong Kong Comes Down With Bad Case of Nerves

HONG KONG — A new mood of 
pessimism has settled over this British 
colony because of hard-line statements 
firora Chin^ officials and their allies 
that some believe are orchestrated to 
send Hrag Kong a mess^: Qumge is 
coming soon, and life will be diffnent 
undCTCommunist rule. 

The 14-year prison senience given by 
Beying tms nmntfa to Wei Jingsheng, 
China’s leading democracy advocate, 
cast a pan of ^omn over the colony . The 
verdict followed a senior Chinese of- 
ficial’s statement questioning the rate of 
Hong Kong’s social welfare spending, a 
proposal to dilute the colony’s bill of 
rig hts, even a suggestion that a shadow 
gove rnm ent be set iqi before the 1997 
turnover of Hong Kong to Chinese con-

Hmig Kong and Briiirii officials in- 
volved in the transition acknowledge 
greater worries than ever about Chiiia’s 
oft-stated guarantees to respect Hc«g 
Kong's btmc freedoms and aufonomy. 

“The mood is quite gloomy here at 


tiie moment,” said a Hong Kong of- 
ficial. “1 titink things look pretty bad 
now.” 

He recalled that Hcaig Kmig went 
through a similar period of pessimism 
after China's 1^9 cracl^wn on 
democraQr demonstratois in the vicinity 
of Beijing’s Tiananmen Smiare, and the 
mood eventually changed. But this time, 
vrith the transitioa only ISmomhsaway.

Even the bead of Hong Kong’s pro-

A day earlier, the Vatican

MOSCOW — President 
Boris. N. Yeltsin created a new 
Ftmign PoH^ Council on 
Tuesday amid increasing signs 
-of his — and his opponents* — 
discontent with Russia's course 
of dmiomacy. 

hv. Ydtsin signed a decree 
fomiing the body “fOT the im- 
provement of tiie effectiveness 
of Russian foreign policy.’' his 
office said. 

. The move came a week after 
parliamemaiy elections in 
which Communists and nation- 
alists — who have long op- 
posed tiie pro- Western stance 
of the Foreign Ministry — 
scored big. 

Analysts expected the results 
to prompt Yeltsin to rear- 
range his cabinet and make con- 
cessions to his opponents. 

The presldrat had already 
expressed di^leasure with the 
Forei^ Ministry and its head, 
Andrei V. Kozyrev.

The new council will meet 
monthly and include leaders of 
the Foreign Ministry, the De- 
fense Ministry, the Foreign 
Trade Minisny, the Finance 
Ministry, the Foreign Intelli- 
geitee Service, die Fe^ral Se- 
curity Service and other leading 
officials, his office said.

Mr. Yeltsin left a sanatorium 
where he had been recovering 
from a heart ailment and moved 
to a neighboring country res- 
idence on Tuesday, his press ser- 
vice said, according to^uiers. 

It said Mr. Yeltsin, 64, would 
follow doctors' instructions 
during his stay at the Barvikha 
resid^ce near Moscow. The 
Itar-Tass news agency said he 
would mark the New Year there 
with his family. 

Mr. Yeltsin was hospitalized 
OcL 26 suffering from what 
doctors described as an is- 
chaemic heart condition, a 
blood supply problem. A month 
later be moved to the sanato- 
rium and gradually increased 
his workload. 

Mr. Yeltsin had scheduled a 
meeting with . Prime Minister 
Viktor S. Chernomyrdin on 
Tuesday to discuss results of 
the parliamentary electimis.

aO Getting Around 

The Piazza del Duomo, or 
Cathedral Square, at the core 
of Milan, is a short walk 
from the famous La Scala 
opera house, the Financial 
district, the smart shopping 
area, and arcades and gal- 
leries of boutiques. Shotting 
in the center rivals that in 
Paris and London. 

Close to the Cathedral 
neighboriiood is the Piazza 
della Repubblica, and Just 
beyond it the main railroad 
station. 

The canal district is also 
close to the center. Most of 
centuries-old network of 
canals is now dry and cov- 
ered, but some canals re- 
main, and the La Zona dei 


Navigli area is full of stu- 
dents, artists, crafrworkers. 
destgneis, good bars, restau- 
rants - and lots of Jas. 

Much of business Milan is 
within walking distance of 
the Cathedral - except dur- 
ing the torrid summer or 
frigid winter. Taxis are fast 
and have special lanes re- 
served for them. 

The mass transit system 
includes a subway, the Met- 
ropolitana Milanese (MM), 
buses and streetcars. The 
MM is basically an east-west 
system that includes the 
main railroad station, the San 
Babila stop (with its bus con- 
nection to Linate airport), the 
Duomo (Cathedra]), Cordu- 
sio (for the financial district) 
and the fmigrounds. You can 
buy metro, bus and streetcar 
tickets at tobacconists, 
marked by a blue sign with a 
white “T,’* or by playing the 
slots at stations with 100- 
and 200-lire coins. 

ffining As Dining 

There's no such thing as 
“Italian” cuisine. There is, 
rather, a family of cuisines. 
Milan has its own dishes, as 



does Lombardy. Both are 
richer, heavier and more var- 
ied than typical fore found 
farther south, for the nortii 
has long been rich - and lo- 
cal ing^ents and relative 
wealth ore among the histori- 
cal determinants of cuisine. 
Milanese cuisine also re- 
flects the Geananic influ- 
ence of nearby Switzerland 
and Austria. 

Milan's restaurants offer 
(he full range of Italian food. 
Note that many restaurants 
are closed on Sundays. 
Booking is essential in most 
places. 

Largesse for the staff is in- 
cluded in restaurant bills, but 
you can always add a few 
thousand lire. Hat-check at- 
tendants expect a lip of not 
less than 8.000 lire.

T his one's a beartixeaker. 

This one wiD make you 
wring your hands about Amer- 
ica. what it means to be a wom- 
an, and what it means to be 
black. 

Philif^ Duke Schuyler was 
bom in 193! to a black jour- 
nalist father and a wealthy 
Southern white mother who 
sold themselves on the idea that 
only miscegenation could the 
TBce question in America be 
solved (Or. more acctsately.

George 
Schuyler may have had anodic 
whole agento) Josephine had 
gone from man to man and 
wanted to make a statement, put 
some kind of meaning in her 
li^ She married thatbl^k man, 
g ^riaiiTed her folks, fod her 
daughter on raw liver aod brains 
and began keeping scrapbooks 
on her “hybrid experimenL*’ 


The raw liver must have 
worked because in no time 
Philippa was walking, talking, 
reading, writing. Her IQ testra 
out at 180, and by the age of 4 
she was playing Mozait. Her 
dad was alre^y foolmg around 
with the ladies, but her mother 
bad found her life's work, the 
creation of a musical genius. 

Here, Philippa’s story takes a 
terrible turn. Her mother 
whipped her regularly. She nev- 
er had any friei^ becuise she 
hardly ever got to go to school. 
When she did go. ^e was years 
ahead of the other Idds, and she 
was the only person ' ‘of color' ' 
for miles around. Thanks to her 
journalist father, she early on 
hadherpicture in the magazines 
as a talented “Negro” prodigy, 
but in day-tOKiay life it was 
only Philippa and her motor, 
lod^ in an isolai^ manip- 
ulative struggle. Even her piano 
teadiers, who might have of- 
fered her various windows onto 
to worid. were changed by her 
mother as soon as tiiere wasany 
emotional attachment between 
them and Philippa. 

The prodigy and her motor 
went on tour.

• An extraordinary political drama is 
|unfolding in South Korea. Top govem- 
iment and corporate leaders of the 1980s 
|are being hauled before courts and 
I'clsuged with crimes ranging from 
■bribe^ to insuirecdon. Conviction, at 
|least in theory, could lead to long years of 
•imprisonment and even execution. 

; The architects of this upheaval do 
■not conie from some long-suppressed 
^party or minority, but from the Korean 
igoveming class itself. party in 
•power t^y descends directly from 
|tbe military-backed leaders who ruled 
•through the 1980s. 

; Prudent Kim Young Sam, though 
.once an opponent of the military regime, 
;was nominated and elected with the 
'support of many of those his govem- 
•ment now prosecutes. 

; Given that lineage, it is natural to 
-wonder whether the crackdown repre- 
sents a committed effort to reform Ko- 
rea's corrupt political and corporate 
culture, or is actually an attempt to 
iprptect the culture by sacrificing the 
most egregious offendm.

More significantly, if the prosecutions 
go forward, Korea's top political and busi- 
ness leaders will be put on notice dial the 
rule of law, which applies to their fellow 
citizens. wiU now apply to them as w^. 

The benefits of such a cleansing would 
be bTMdly felt. Future governments would 
have less to worry about from military 
plotters. A new generation of politicians 
should find it ea«er to gain power. Com- 
panies would have to compete on the price 
and qualiQr of their products rather than 
the size of their payoffs, and new en- 
trepreneurs would have a fair chance to bid 
for rovemment contracts. 

I%r Korea to achieve these results, Mr. 
Kim must refrain from interfering with 
the investigations to protect his {Mlitical 
allies or hunself. Though Mr. Kim first 
made his name as an opponent of the 
Korean dictatorships, and endured years 
of house arrest for his outspokenness, he 
made his peace with the ruling party in 
1990. In exchange, die party nominated 
him for president in 19^. 

Korea has an opportunity today to es- 
tablish itself as an East Asian model of 
p rosperity and democracy built on a re- 
spect f^ law. Mr. Kim and his countrymen 
^ould not sede for anything less.

But the need is 
depioi^sQ’^ly remote, and research, vig- 
ilance and maintenance of the American 
deterrent can hedge the risks. 

The 
vote undemiines realistic stq^s that are 
bemg successfully taken to tnng threat- 
ening misdles unto control and dramai- 
i^y reduce dieir mimbers by way of the 
existir^anrrs control treaties wife die Rus- 
sians. These rnandate real, dramatic and 
omtinuing reductions in the world's most 
dangerous wes^xxis. But even as fee Rus- 
sians unto-reduce some weapons under 
one treaty. Congress by its nussile-defense 
ambitions fece^ens to bust another oeaQr 
Ohe Anti-Ballistic Missile Ifea^) so diat 
die United States could neutralize dieir 


cemaining weapons. This is vfeat Amer- 
ican missile-defense enfeuaasts ignore. 
Sam Nunn, one of the Senate's most sober 
and serious students of these strace^c mat- 
ters, warns of die “supreme folly*' of a 
mis^ defense proposal feat could induce 
Russia to scutde arms reductions in the 
belief feat Washingtixi iruended to break 
out of the ABM Treaty. 

The Cold War is over. There is no 
reason to think die economically dimin- 
ished and politically disrupt Russians 
are planning an attack or are in a position 
to do so if they wanted to.

N ew YORK — Sotnetimes 
tore is good news. The 
Gap, under strong pressure from 
consumers and worker rights ac- 
d>’ists, has agreed to allow* in- 
dependent observers, including 
hoznan rights officii, to mon- 
itor woriung conttitions in to 
feaories in Central America in 
winch Gap clothi^ is made. 

If carried out in good faith, 
the agreement would curb many 
of the abuses of fee yotmg aiul 
mostly female workers who piu 
in long hours at very low pay in 
the so-called maqiuladora fac- 
tories. These are indeprodeotly 
owned sweatshop operations 
that ha\e been set up in free- 
trade zones to produce goods for 
large retailers in to United 
States and elsewhere. 

The conditions are often mis- 
erable. Forced overtime is com- 
motL Marathon shifts during 
peak production periods can last 
20 hours or more. Many of 
the factories employ diildien, 
which is illegal. .And until now, 
all atiempts by workers 10 or- 
ganize and form unions have 
been ruthlessly sup{»essed. 

Retailers always insist they 
won't tolerate such abuses, 
while at Lhe same time clriming 
to be unaware of them. When 
the abuses are brought to lighL 
to compares inevitably ^ft 
into a wfensive public rela- 
tions mode — their highest 
priority being to ward off 
negative publicity.

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Rolling Stones Move On 
To Their Future and Past

N ew YORK — About a year ago, two 
middle-aged EngUshmeo were hav- 
ing a discussion atwut what their 
next venture should be. One was 
interested in exploring interactive computer 
technology: the other preferred to stick to more 
familiar terrain. 

The two are founding partners in an or- 
pnizadon that has over 30 years earned hun- 
dreds of millions of doUars.Their names are 
Mick Jagger and Keith Richards, lead singer 
and guitarist, respecdvely, of the Rolling 
.Stones, Their business is ro^ *n’ roU, and they 
have succeeded in crating, and mariceting. it 
with unrivaled longevity. 

Last year the Sumes completed a world tour 


that set records for earnings, tninging in more

than S300 million 
taneously plunged forward into cyberspace 
and baclward into their musical past 

With the recent release of die “Voodoo 
Lounge CD-ROM" and die establishment of a 
World Wide Wdi site (ht^;//www. 
sttxiesworld.com). the Rolling Stones dove 
headfirst into the realm of electronic media. 

The band also took a long glance back with 
the release of "Stri^ied." a mainly acoustic 
album recorded during rdiearsals and a few 
live performances from last year's tour. 

“The intention was always that this was 
going to be an unpolished thing." Jagger said 
of "Stripped," "and not a great new studio 
thing, nor another album of stadium rock fa.- 
vtxites, because we'd done diat, so why do it 
again?" 

Several false starts and untidy bits of back- 
ground noise have been kept in, to preserve die 
album's intimacy aid mftnmaiity. 

The idea for "Strii^ied" came to Richards 
while he was listening to tape recordings of the 
Rolling Stones’s rebBarsals for tbe Voodoo 
Lounge tour. "We were trying to decide what 
kind of live album to do," he said. "And 
someone said die magic word: 'acoustic.' 
Wfaidi, to me. doesn't necessarily mean the 
instrument is made by Stradivarius. It means a 
certain l^d of feel." 

Inde^ "Stripped" is all about feeL Jai- 
l's voice has lost some of its pliancy, but his 
'appeal as a singer has always bad more to do 
with the charmii^ sneering attitude of his 
vngaliytng than with any technical prowess. 

What tbe Stones have dwe CXI "Stripped," 
in additicxi to remaking bhies classics tf^ have 
long been part of tbeir live act. is to mine their 
.own work for an album of loose, mellow 
'renditions that showcase their quiet mastery as 
'peaformers. 

Six of tbe 14 tracks on '‘Stripped** are 
ballads, and tbe sped-op pace diat marred 
some past live ^ums is slowed. On love 


songs like Richards’s solo tune "Slippm’ 
Away" and the perennial prom favorite 
"Angie,” the band sowids mcxe comfortable 
playing wi± restraint than ever before. 

“We’re still learning about tempo," said 
Richards. "It’s all live ^ leant. We're on the 
edge. We could fall over af any minute." 

The Rolling Stcxies are often critidzed for 
being past their priine, but the reason has little 
to do with the group's musicianship. The per- 
ception among cntics is diat Jagger and 
Richards are no Icxi^r able to write with the 
saxrw degree of inspuaticxi that produced tbeir 
classic woik and have essentially been re- 
hashing the same material for years. 

Perhaps, with the release of die CD-ROM, 
die Stones were seeking to imbue their image 
with a renewed sense of hipness. But with 
features like biographical sketches of the blues 
musidans who influenced the group, the CD- 
ROM ends up emphasizing the arcane. 

Jagger and Richards, who have known each 
other since childbocxL have come to embody 
opposite afreets of the Rolling Stones’s per- 
sona. Once a student at die London School of 


Economics. Jagger has long been comixiter 


literate and was deeply invdved in the plan- 
ning and execution of the CD-ROM. 

Dining a recent interview at a New York 
City hoteL Jagger. dressed in a tweed jacket 
and sippirm tea, amieated more like an ex- 
haust^ coDege prof^sex' than the man whose 
name hu bmme synonymous with rock 
star. 


R ichards, on die other hand, would 
not easily be mistaken for an aca- 
demic. A week later, decamped at 
another Manhattan hotel, Richards 
drank vodlra and cranberry juice and smoked 
cigarettes. 

Ahbough Richards was initially less en- 
thusiastic than J^ger about the CD-ROM 
project, ‘'Stripped" was clearly a unified ef- 
forL In addition to tbe striking level of musical 
cfaemishy at work on it, there is a sense of 
vulneial^ty and tenderness in the songs that 
only the most amateur or the most co&dent 
plajiers can afford to di^lay. 

The appeal of tbe Rolling Stones has always 
owed much to the balance between cleverness 
and soulfulness, between Jagger’s craftsman- 
ship and Richards’s instincts. That balancing 
act has allowed them to make music for the 
masses diat has also had critical credibility. 

Because these elements of intellect in- 
stinct have remained in flux, the band's sound 
has never stagnated. 

"The Rolling Stooes aiealw^s lookiog for 
the Rolling Sremes," Richards said.

Parks. 32, is best known for 
writing tbe lyrics of tbe Beach 
Boys* "Heroes and Villains" 
and "SurTs Up." The sot^ 
were to have been part of 
"Smile," the Beach ^ys al- 
bum Wilson partly destroyed in 
a fit of paiwoia after a mys- 
terious studio fire in 1967. 

He has had sundry film-scor- 
ing jobs, like tbe arrangements 
for Robert Altman's "Pop- 
eye," and has turned op as a 
musician and arranger for Judy 


Collins in the 1960s and Vic- 
toria Williams in the 1990s. 

But be has also released five 
ambitious, elabmate albums of 
his own, having been kqte on 
throng tbe years by Warner 
Brofom Records despite his 
long-shot conmiercial 

prospects. ("Orange Crate 
Art" may conclude that asso- 
ciation; Parks *s longtime pro- 
ducer, Leonard Waronker, was 
one of foose who left Warner 
Brothers this year in the label’s 
corporate shake-up.) 

Parks has been pop’s answer 
to Charles Ives, adapting and 
layering idioms fitxn parlor 
son^ to calypso to gospel and 
sending them through chromat- 
ic labynntfas. 

Dunng the psychedelic late 
1960s. Paiks's debut album, 
"SoDg Cycle." used an orches- 
tra to accompany songs diat 
were Adi of Joycean puns and 
allusions to a broad sweep of 
U.S. history. Its successors 
were nearly as elaborate, ex- 
ploring themes like American- 


Japanese relaticms ("TdiTO 
Rose." 1989) and Br’er Rabbit 
tales ("JumpI," 1984). 

'‘Orange Crate Art" is huge- 
ly Paries’s album. Ete produced 
and arranged it and wrote all but 
one of foe 12 tracks. buUding 
them around Wilson’s voice. 
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B UTWnsonlransftxnis 
Paiks’s songs (on 
Padts's previous al- 
bums, he has been an 
unprepossessii^ singer). Wil- 
son's voice is Itself a piece of 
Americana. Its timbre carries 
most pop listeners back to his 
Beach Boys hits, and i^rks in- 
dulges his love of chromaticism 
by stacking up vocal harmonies 
that ooh and u like tbe creami- 
est Beach Bi^s arrange paents. 
"Sail Away," about setting off

Three de^des ago, it was fee two-car 
garage. This year, the iwo-phone-line house- 
hold became commonplace as facsimile ma- 
chines, home offices and computer modems 
have proliferated. 

Indeed, much of the fuss surrounding the 
oveihaul of telecommunications laws that is 
still tied up in Congress concerns the rules feat 
will govern fee competition for putting more 
lines into Ameriew homes. 

“It's an absolute explosion.” said Fred

Spirituality on the Road: The Gideons Are Not Alone

N ew YORK — It used to be feat hotel 
guests coold count on finding at least 
three things in tiieir rooms: a bed, a faafe- 
rootn and a Gideon Bible. These days tiie 
Bfeles are even more numerous, but tiiey 
no longer have the field to tiiemselves. 

In a growing nunfeer of hotels the Bible 
now keeps company wife the Book of 
Mormon, the Teaching of Buddha and, in 
rarer cases, wife Scioice and Health 
Baker Eddy, fee founder of Christian 
Scirace, or The Way to Harness, a pub- 
lication of die Quircfa of Scientology. 

Tbc Gideons — evangelical business and 
professional men from various Christian 
denominations wbo have been putting 
Bibles in hotel rooms for almost a century 
— appear to have lost no misrionary ardor. 


But many of the 160,000 hotel rooms in the 
Marriott chain — vriiose founder, J.W.h^- 
riott. was a Monnoa — cany Book oi 
'Mormon as well as the Bible. So does the 
MomKm-owned 95-room Itm at Teaple 
Square in Salt Lake City, whose small U- 
ts^ also carries the Tahnud mid Koran. 

Some 2400 hotels in the United States 
also cany tiie Teaching of Buddha, com- 
pliments of the Sod^ for the Promotion 
of Buddhism, based in Tokyo. 

While most hotels that catty the Teach- 
ing of Buddha cater heavily to Asian 
guests, the book is also in all 383 rooms of 
fee Ritz-Carlton in Pasadena, Califonua, 
the 781 rooms of the Califoniia Hotel and 
Casino in downtown Las Vegas, tiie 1 J206 
rooms of the Fcxnainebleau Iffiton in hfi- 
ami and in hotels in New Yo^ Colorado, 
Texas and Washingum. 

Meanwhile, the 1 30.000-strong Gideons 


Inrematiraal — founded Ity three traveling 
salesmen in 1899—- has given away about 
700 million copies of die King James or 
Modem Higlirii versions of the Bible. 
Based in Nashville, Tennessee, tiie 
Gideons say their Bibl^ have reached 170 
countries in 76 languages. Occasional 
tempts to bar Bibles from hotel rooms, on 
grounds that tiiey are offensive to some 
gueste, have not gotten veiy far — becanse,' 
hoteliers say, hotels are private borinesses, 
free to acc^ Bibles or not, while guests 
are equaUy free to read them or not 
But spintuatity is deariy ix)C ioi^^ 
permost m dte mind of nm guess 
Califbmia Hotel and Caano in Las Vegas, 
whidi has BiUes and die Teaching of Bud- 
dha in every room.
